A businessman was complaining 
about the unemployment, trouble, 
and confusion in the world. When 
his friend suggested he do some- 
thing to solve these problems, the 
businessman replied, ‘The future 
is in the hands of fate, and the 
government. There’s nothing I can 
do.” 

His attitude is all wrong. There 
is much we can do to shape our 
destiny. 

William Wilberforce (1759-1833) 
English philanthropist and states- 
man, decided to. do. something 
about abolishing slavery. Despite 
the ridicule of his wealthy, slave- 
owning friends, Wilberforce 
brought the slavery question be- 
fore Parliament. Throughout his 
long life, he kept agitating for 
freedom. In 1833, the Emancipa- 
tion Act abolished slavery through- 
out the British Empire. 

In 1881, Dr. Francis E. Clark, 
the 30-year-old minister of the 
Congregational Church at Port- 
land, Maine, was discouraged by 
the general lack of interest in re- 
ligion. True, the new _ societies 
called Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation were springing up every- 
where. The ‘‘Lend-a-Hand” clubs 
and the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union were also sweeping 
the country. But Dr. Clark was 
unhappy about the low morals of 
Portland, especially among the 
young people. 

What could he do? 

He organized a Christian En- 
deavor Society. Through this youth 
group in his church he hoped to 
promote Christian life and service 
among young folks approaching 
maturity. Members pledged them- 
selves to attend a weekly prayer 
meeting. Dr. Clark’s Christian En- 
deavor Society quickly made its 
influence felt, not only in Port- 
land but beyond the borders of 
New England. The Christian En- 
deavor movement, interdenomina- 
tional in character, spread across 
the U.S.A. and across the world. 
Today its membership of several 
millions embraces eighty or more 
religious denominations.
